“imperfectly acquainted with the religious. 


tenets of the Roman Catholics, permit me to 
lay before it the following abstract of their 
geuerat doctrines.

The person that is to receive the 
sacrament, by command of the church, must 
be fasting,.at least from midaight, that 
té nothing should enter into the body of A 
ehristian before the body of Christ?” _ Mfence, 
if any one cats after twelve o'clock at night, 
he must-notreceive that day. ; This regulation 
is often felt by women in:Catholic countries, 
who rise from an adulterous bed to confess 
and take their.sacrament. They believe, tiat 
when the priest raises up the bread and wine 
to the observativu of the people, tat ** the 
bread is truly and wnegvivocally changed into 
the Ziterul flesh of Curist;” and that ** the 
Wine is truly aud without any fgure changed 
into the Literul' blood of Christ.” Minute 
directions are also given how this is to be 
taken into the mouth aud swallowed. “EL 
had some doubts,” observes Mr. Bellamy, on 
this extraordinary beliuf, *£ whether they did 
uot mean that this change was Gguratively to 
be uuderstogd by faith; but their Priests ins, 
formed, me that: their belief was perfectly cone.
